S.0.408(E).— WHERE AS, the Hon'ble High Court of Calcutta in C.A. 
No. 167 of 2008 in the matter of Dheklapara Tea Co. Ltd. (In Liquidation) and 
Tea Board, 14 BTM Sarani, Kolkata Vs. OflScial Liquidator, High Court at 
Calcutta being the Liquidator of Dheklapara Tea Co. Ltd. (In Liquidation) vide 
order dated 20.12.2010 has directed that the Central Government under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) may investigate the 
possibility of running or restarting the Dheklapara Tea Estate under sub-section 
(1) of section 16E of the said Act by any person or body and submit report within 
a period of three months from the day of 20* December, 2010; 
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2 . WHERE AS, the Hon'ble ffigh Court has also directed that in considering 
the case under sub-section (1) of section 16E of the said Act, the Central 
Government is to consider the ability of the applicant shar^oldo* Shn Gropinath 
Das, who holds 75.6% shares in the company, to restart the Tea Estate by himself 
or with other contributors, creditors and so on with reasons; 

3. WHERE AS, the Hon’ble High Court has directed that after such 
consideration is complete and report prepared, the Tea Board may apply to the 
Court by way of a fresh application for ordw^ for formal handing over of the Tea 
Estate to any person or body of persons selected by it for running the Estate, 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Committee comprising Mrs. Roshni Sen, Deputy Chairman, Tea 
Board, Shri G. Boriah, Director of Tea Development, Tea Board and Shri Rajeev 
Roy, Financial Advisor & Chief Accounts Officer, Tea Board to investigate into 
the possibility of running or restarting tbe Dheklapara Tea Estate in the State of 

West Bengal. 

5. The terms of reference to the Committee shall be as follows, namely:- 

A. The Committee shall make a full and complete investigation into the 
affairs relating to the following matters, namely:- 

(i) the possibility of running or restarting the Dheklapara Tea Estate under 
sub-section (1) of section 16E of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) by any person or 
body; 

(ii) the ability of the applicant shareholder, Shri Gopinath Das, holding major 
shares in the company to restart the Dheklapara Tea Estate by himself or with 
other contributors, creditors and so on with reasons. 
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B. The Committee may choose one or more persons possessing special 
knowledge of any matter relating to the investigation to assist it in holding the 
investigation. 

-C. The Committee shall submit its report by 15*** March, 2011 to the Central 
Goveniment.
